KEY BISCAYNE, Pla. (AP) 


— President Nixon assessed 
peace prospects and an upcom- 
ing U.S.-South Vietnam summit 
session with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers in confer- 
ences Saturday here and in the 
Bahamas.

Aid to Research 
Teller Suggests

NEW YORK (AP) — Dr. Ed-, 


ward Teller, one of the principal 
developers of nuclear weapons, 
thinks it would be useful scien- 
tifically to set off a nuclear ex- 
plosion on the moon. 


The vibrations of such a blast, 


Teller said, would be the best 
source of seismographic meas- 
urement from which to learn 
about the interior of the moon.

It is difficult for any writer 


to verbalize about de Koon- 
ing's w o r k ; his paintings 
simply cannot be defined in 
terms other than themselves. 
As Hess wrote in 1959, de 
Kooning's p a i n t i n g s "are 
based on contradictions kept 
contradictory". And Gregory 
Battcock, commenting on the 
artist's work in 1967, observed 
in a parallel vein that de 
Kooning's 
"inconsistency 
is 


inconsistent". 


Trusts Intuitions 


De Kooning's images have 


never been, Hess once de- 
clared, "letters in an alphabet 
from which words can be 
spelled." Instead, as Harold 
Rosenberg put it in one of the 
articles which helped bring de 
Kooning to his present plateau 
of acceptance, "It is still the 
rare artist who trusts his 
work entirely to the intuitions 
that arise in the course of 
creating it." 


Even the titles attached to 


his work do not relate, except 
through affection and perhaps 
irony, to the visual patterns 
they accompany. The paint- 
ings 
are 
named 
"as one 


names a child", and de Koon- 
ing's motifs are 
important, 


not insofar as they stand for 
an idea or object, but in how 
they "became part of his own 
supply of forms." 


With 
such 
an 
artist 
— 


whose own sense of humor 
and spontaneous 
f u n 
has 


never, by his own admission, 
been fully recognized — there 
is a continuing danger of over- 
verbalizing work that essen- 
tially stands on its own terms. 


This is, in short, a show- 


better seen than read about. 


A f e w 
seldom-recognized 


truths do, however, emerge 
from the present exhibition. 
As A. James Speyer, the Art 
Institute's 
curator 
for con- 


temporary arts, remarked to 
this writer during the press 
preview, it is gratifying to 
note how many of the can- 
vases — such as the Insti- 
tute's superb "Excavation" 
(1950) — were acquired by 
major museums 
soon after 


their completion. De Kooning 
may have waited many years 
for recognition of his work, 
but he has not been denied 
knowledge or enjoyment of its 
ultimate acceptance. 


Similarly, it is interesting to 


note how easily one can now 
accept, the paintings of 1966

Whatever o n e 's personal

It parted at 5: IS p.m. when a 


three-year-old bey came in with 
a ruptured eardrum. 


A half hodr later, a 16-year- 


old boy was wheeled in bleeding 
from his hands and head. He 
was In a car accident. Then 
came a little girl with a cut 
forehead. She had fallen. 


At 6:30 p.m., treatment began 


oh a three-year-old girl whose 
finger was smashed in a car 
door. One minute later, a little 
boy came in. He tumbled over 
the handlebars of his bicycle. He 
was "scraped" from head to 
foot. 


Six more persons came in 


before midnight. A little boy 
lost his 
fingernail 
when he 


caught his finger in part of a 


clothes chute. A boy cut his 
head when he ran into a wall. 
Two men were hurt in industrial 
accidents - one when he drop- 
ped a weight on his toe. Two 
teen-agers came in with auto 
accident injuries. 


Mrs. Richard Piette, evening 


supervisor at Appleton Memor- 
ial Hospital, called it a "rou- 
tine" 4-to-midnight stint in the 
emergency room. 


Small Hotpitol 


The registered nurse has seen 


. nights when the ringing of the 


telephone was a welcome break 
in the monotony. She also has 
seen nights when she hardly had 
time to answer the telephone. 


Nurses can recall times when 


beds had to be found for 10 


patients at one time in the 
emergency room—a small hos- 
pital in itself—equipped to ban- . 
die everything from wart re- 
moval to coronaries. 


Many patients are wheeled 


through the double doors by 
ambulance attendants. 


But most walk through. "Most 


cases that come here are not 
serious, but are things that have 
to be looked at," Mrs. Piette 
said. They are the nosebleeds, 
the h i g h temperatures, the 
small cuts or bruises, the dog 
bites, the slivers. 


Some things don't really have 


to be looked at. Parents often 
get 
"frantic". A "bad cut" 


turns out to be little more than 
a scratch that could be treated 


at home with disinfectant and a 
bandage. 


"Then we get the person who 


calls us and wonders if he 
should bother coming in with a 
small cut. When he gets here, 
we find his hand is nearly 
severed," Mrs. Piette said. 


Although emergency w a r d 


"b u s i n e s s " is unpredictable 
chances are most of the activity 
will be on the 4-to-midnight 
shift. It's then that a big share 
of the patients will be young- 
sters — thase who have fallen 
of bicycles, stepped on nails, or 
gotten hit by cars. 


It's on the midnight-to-8 a.m. 


shift that nurses see most of the 
more severe emergency room 
cases — the bad accidents, the 


heart attacks, the attempted 
suicides. 


Tavern Brawls 


It's also on that shift when 


emergency ward nurses, aides 
and doctors patch up the cuts 
and bruises resulting from fam- 
ily fights and tavern brawls. 
They get the drunks and the 
mental cases. 


"It's like a three-ring circus 


around ncre sometimes," ex- 
plained Mrs. Julia Stack, veter- 
an 
supervisor on the 
"dog- 


watch" shift. 


Days and nights will be busier 


when school adjourns and sum- 
mer arrives, emergency room 
nurses agree. 


There will be fish hooks in 


boys' eyes, ears and lips. There 


will be hands and feet mutilated 
by power lawn mowers. There 
will be more and worse acci- 
dents involving young people 
and motorists traveling through 
the area. 


Sometimes emergency room 


attendants will know the patient 
is coming. Ambulance aides and 
police give notice if they are 
involved. But many times the 
nurse runs at the sound of the 
bell-alarm to find the beaten, 
the bloody or the sick at the 
door. 


Ask an emergency room at- 


tendant what type of case she 
dreads most, and she is likely to 
say it is motorcycle accident 
victims. '"They can be so busted 
up," one explained.

ed at an impasse Saturday by 
Caryll G. Milliren, a teacher at 
Appleton Technical Institute and 
chairman of the faculty associa- 
tion committee. 


Milliren statement was in a 


letter sent to Donald Steinfort, 
Oshkosh, chairman of the VTE- 
12 board's salary committee. He 
wrote that a board proposal 
made on May 27 was unani- 
mously rejected by the faculty. 


He said that the teachers will 


implement impasse procedures 
as soon as possible. 


Steinfort said the board has 


granted 47 benefits so far in the 
negotiations, 
many of 
them 


representing concessions on the 
part of the VTE-12 board. 


Since 
contract 
negotiations 


opened in December, the two 
committees have met 12 times 
for a total of some 30 hours to 
reach tentative agreement on 
some 40 points. An additional 
six were submitted May 27 as 
part of the board's final propo- 
sal.

actualize the human potential 
inherent in the union." His 
latest book, "More Joy in 
Your Marriage," is aimed at 
the good marriages— those 
without deep-seated problems, 
but can be used, he says, by 
others to improve the mar- 
riage climate even if only one 
spouse experiments with the 
techniques listed. 


Miss Potenial 


"Personality growth and ac- 


tualizing our potential should 
be our most engrossing life's 
activity," says the member of 
the 
board 
of advisers 
at 


Esalen 
Institute, 
Big Sur, 


Calif, and former director of 
the Human Potentialities Re- 
search pjroject at the Univer- 
sity of Utah. However, he 
claims that most marriages- 
even basically good ones—only 
live up to 10 per cent of their 
potential. 


"In most marriages there is 


not enough pleasure, real joy 
or olay." says the 47-year-old 
father 
of three. Instead of 


real 
joy he claims many 


couples experience p s e u d o- 
pleasures. "They may go out 
to the same top restaurant 
once a week, eat the same 
food, go to a movie or dance, 
but there's no real joy—- no 
spontaneity -when recreation 
becomes routinized." 


Although it may sound incon- 


gruous. Dr. Otto believes that 
more true spontaneity can be 
achieved through planning. 


"Planned spontaneity devel- 


ops an attitude that favors a 
climate in which 
joy 
can 


spontaneously make its ap- 
pearance," he explains. After 
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a couple analyzes and com- 
pares w h a t circumstances 
bring out their most spontan- 
eous action, he suggests that 
they set aside an hour in 
which they are 
completely 


undisturbed 
to do 
exactly 


what they feel like doing. Try 
a pillow fight, water fight, 
seek spontaneity in nature; 
roll down a hill, wade in a 
creek.

Some other techniques for 


vitalizing a marriage listed in 
his latest book include com- 
municating by touch, planning 
a 
special 
surprise 
dinner, 


sensual relaxation, giving or 
receiving 
a massage, new 


experiences through food and 
the game, Marital Minerva. 


In Marital Minerva, each 


spouse lists what he believes 
to be the happiest, 
most 


positive moments experienced 
during the marriage. The 
couple then compares the list 
and tries to recreate the same 
type of situation. For 
ex- 


ample, if both got the most 
pleasure out of outdoor activi- 
ties, 
they 
should plan 
to 


discover new beaches, new 
lakes, go fishing together 
perhaps take a second honey 
moon in ouldoorsy surround 
ings. 


"No marriage will ever be 


perfect." concludes Dr. Otto, 
"because marriage is a con- 
stantly changing thing. But if 
couples go forth with the 
altitude that they'll find new 
adventure around the corner 
and find it in their marriage, 
they're well on the way to 
making the most out of their 
marriage."

Antique Auction Evokes Memories

When news of an antique 


auction in Green Bay crossed 
my desk the other day, waves 
of nostalgia passed over me. 
The note said the Nazareth 
Guild of the St. Joseph Home 
for Children had planned the 
sale — which was to include 
items that had been in the 
home since it was built — to 
enable them to buy camping 
equipment for boys now in 
residence. 


I found myself recalling all 


sorts of things from my own 
childhood in Green Bay. but, 
particularly 
vivid, was the 


memory 
of 
clenching my 


mother's hand each time we 
passed the orphanage. 


The image of St. Joseph 


Home for Children is some- 
what different from what I 
had remembered. Licensed by 
the Wisconsin Department of 
Welfare with referals made 
through judges or casework- 
ers in public and private 
agencies throughout the dio- 
cese of Green Bay, the insti- 
tution cares for emotionally 
disturbed, pre-delmquent, de- 
pendent or neglected boys. 


State Law of 1957 


Prior to 1957 when new 


Wisconsin laws were passed 
that changed the emphasis on 
the care of children in the 
custody of agencies, the tradi- 
tional concept of St. Joseph 
home was that of an orphan- 
age 
And it was here that 


thousands 
of children 
had 


been brought up 


The orphanage had its early 


beginnings in a building locat- 
ed 
at 
Crooks 
Street 
and 


\\ebster Avenue in the city of 
Green Bay. Used for a time 
as 
an 
academy 
for \oung 


girls, 
the 
then 
Bishop of 


Green Bay. Rt. Rev. F. X. 
Krautbauer. purchased t h e 
property to establish a dio- 
cesan orphan asylum. It was 
dedicated to St Joseph and 
opened m 1877 with six chil- 
dsen in residence. 


Sisters of Notre Dame 


The bishop requested the 


School Sisters of Notre Dame, 
Milwaukee, to take charge of 
the home as the number of 
children in residence contin- 
ued to increase. 


Two years later, m 1879, an 


unusuai request was made. 
Two older people, Nicholas 
and Gertrude Zens, a brother 
and 
sister, asked 
if 
they 


might live out their lives at 
the orphanage. Their request 
was granted. At the time of 
their deaths, they left 
the 


orphanage enough money to 
clear most of its debts and to 
pay for needed improvements. 


But the number of children 


seeking homes continued to

The Milwaukee 14, less two, have been 


found guilty by a jury of theft, burglary 
and arson of records of a Milwaukee draft 
board. Four of the dozen also were found 
guilty of criminal contempt for their 
behavior during the two-week trial. 


Two of the 14 still await trials on the 


same charges. All 14 still face federal court 
trials in June on charges of destroying 
draft records, interfering with administra- 
tion of the selective service system and 
conspiracy. 


And so the wheels of justice turn. 
Supporters of those convicted created 


havoc in the courtroom after the verdicts 
were read. 
Perhaps 
the most telling 


example of how these people saw the trial 
and the verdicts came from the mouth of a 
girl who thanked the jury for "finding 
Jesus Christ guilty." 


In other times, this might be considered 


blasphemous; in these times, blasphemy or 
not, the girl's remark was far afield. It had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the fact that 
'those charged were found guilty of violat- 


ing Wisconsin law, plainly stated, regard- 
less of what the moral issues or the 
compulsion of their acts in the minds of the 
defendants might be. 


Those convicted can still appeal to 


higher courts for a reversal on whatever 
grounds they feel they have. Until their 
convictions are reversed, if they are, they 
stand guilty of the charges against them, 
like it or not. They, like other defendants 
in our courts found guilty of breaking the 
law, 
have had their measure of justice for 


acts they freely committed 
and freely 


admitted. They could expect no more and 
no less whatever their feelings about wars, 
draft records or whatever. 


Man is still held responsible for his acts. 


Society, through its institutions such as the 
courts, can levy its punishments where an 
individual or a group chooses to break the 
laws under which society must operate, if it 
is to operate at all. This is a lesson that the 
Milwaukee 14, less two, chose to ignore. 


In the light of their convictions and 


subsequent incarceration, they will have 
plenty of time to ponder this lesson. 


B/l/s From Peru Too High 


It doesn't appear that American rela- 


tions with the new military regime in Peru 
are likely to get better very soon. 


Last week Peruvian patrol boats seized 


another American fishing boat more than 
100 miles off the coast of Peru in what the 
United 
States insists are 
international 


waters. But Peru and a couple of other 
Latin American nations claim that 200 
miles is the territorial limit. As usual, the 
United States paid the $15.000 fine leveled 
against the captain of the fishing boat. To 
date we have paid out more than S67S.OOO 
in such fines to several Latin American 
countries and more than 80 ships have been 
seized. This is one type of foreign aid that 
is not exactly approved by Congress. 


In April the United States cut off credit 


sales of arms to Peru, a practice that has 
been going on for the last four years. In 
each year Peru has bought, at reduced 
prices, about S2.5 million in arms and has 
received some $55 million worth of grants 
for training aircraft, helicopters, trucks 
and ammunition. Despite the fact that 
President Nixon resisted cutting off all aid 
or Peru's sugar quota, as he could have 
because 
o f 
Congressional 
legislation, 


wounded feelings do not seem to be healed. 
Peru has now officially announced that 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller's proposed 
visit would not be acceptable and that the 
United States, small military mission in 
Peru must get out. 


When we look at the big picture — the 


importance of trying to improve Latin 
American standards of living and working 
toward more stable economic and political 
situations — we cannot be piqued by the 
increasing insults from several Latin Amer- 
ican nations. The instability threatens us 
all. 
especially if 
Communist 
elements 


should get more influence. And the rash of 
military coups in Latin America the last 
two years is not encouraging. 


Probably the best way to deal with the 


problems of Latin American touchiness 
about the United States is to channel aid 
programs through international agencies. 
At the same time, even though forbear- 
ance is important, we cannot ignore the 
Peruvian seizures of American property 
without due compensation. Latin Ameri- 
cans may be having identity crises, but it is 
doubtful that Americans want to foot the 
bill for very long. 


Time for One Board of Regents 


The future of the Coordinating Council 


for Higher Education, that brave 14-year- 
old experiment in integrating and effective- 
ly managing the 
huge 
state-supported 


system of higher education, is certainly in 
doubt — and very possibly worse. 


The Council's morale is weakening as a 


result of the in-fighting of two major 
systems under its nominal control, the 
University of Wisconsin system and the 
state university system. Meanwhile there is 
a deep skepticism about the usefulness of 
the council in the state legislature. Recent- 
ly the legislative joint finance committee 
recorded a tie vote on a motion to abolish 
the organization altogether. Under the 
parliamentary rule, a motion fails on a tie 
vote. But the incident was scarcely calcu- 
lated to improve the morale of the council 
members. 


While we regret this unfortunate series 


of incidents and others like it, we are not 
especially surprised. For the council — 
originally called a. committee — was a 
clumsy compromise from the time of its 
origin. The makeshift was adopted in 
desperation in 1955 when the sponsors of a 
sensible plan for literal Integration of tax- 
supported higher education appeared to be 
beaten. 


That is now a long time ago, as officials 


in the state Capitol measure their tenure. It 
occurred during the last term of former 
Gov. Walter J. Kohler after he had resolved 
to ask the legislature to set up a single 
board of higher education to put an end to 
the costly competition and wrangling of the 
two rival and independent systems. 


What ensued was one of the classic 


political 
confrontations 
in the 
modern 


political history of the state. The state 


universities, then legally described ss state 
colleges, made no objection to the integra- 
tion 
proposal. 
Indeed, 
some of their 


officials supported it. But the University of 
Wisconsin pulled out all of the stops and 
fought one of the most determined political 
engagements since its founding more than 
a century earlier. 


President Harrington then was not the 


head of the university. Most of its present 
board 
of regents had 
not 
yet been 


appointed. We do not suggest, therefore, 
that there is any blame attached to them 
for what happened. But the men then in 
charge of the university won their fight, 
and Gov. Kohler was forced to accept an 
insipid compromise, hoping that at a future 
time his idea would be accepted and 
validated. 


The coordinating committee then creat- 


ed contained a majority of members who 
were regents of the 
two 
competitive 


systems, which made it virtually unwork- 
able from the very beginning. Four years 
ago the legislature recognized the facts, 
and rearranged the roster to give public 
members a majority of voles. Nevertheless, 
the council, as it is now called, has little 
public recognition and evidently has gener- 
ated 
a genuine animus in 
influential 


legislative quarters. 


It is time, we believe, to revive and 


promote Mr. Kohler's idea for a single 
board of higher regents, ruling the whole 
system that is paid for so dearly by (he 
people of Wisconsin. The present separate 
boards of regents should be abolished. 
Then and only then 
will we have an 


assurance of steady and impartial com- 
mand over policy and a voice that will be 
heard with credence and respect.

A Word Edgewise 
Blacks Feel as Strongly as U.S. 
Irishmen About Their Nationality

CORK, Ireland — Ten years 


ago, 
I was travelling with a 


friend from Tel Aviv to Jerus- 
alem. The train wound inter- 
minably 
up the hills, but 


suddenly we came around a 
bend and saw the Holy Hill 
shining like burnished gold in 
the evening sunshine. It was 
indeed a "city upon a hill" and 
spectacularly 
beautiful, 
but 


the impact upon my compan- 
ion was startling — he began 
crying. 


It was quite embarrassing to 


see this tough Jewish intellect- 
ual, a former captain in the 
"Big Red One" with more 
medals than you could count,, 
bawling like 
a child. But 


nobody paid the slightest, at- 
tention except an old Orthodox 
Jew who came over, put his 
arm around Harold's shoulder 
and kissed him. It was done 
with great dignity, almost as 
if the old man was conferring 
another medal, and I felt like 
an intruder. 


I now realize that Harold 


that day went to his first 
communion. In cold logic, he 
was as much of an Israeli as I 
am an Irishman. His ancestors 
lived in a Lithuanian ghetto 
for probably a thousand years 
before his father took off for 
Hie "Golden- Shore" around 
1900. His Socialist family was 
anti-religious and, in fact, anti- 
Zionist. He knew no Hebrew 
and 
discovered with some 


chagrin that the Yiddish of his 
childhood was scorned by the 
Israelis as the language of 
captivity. But he still sat there 
and cried. 
A POWERFUL FORCE 


Such 
is

alchemy of 


nationalism, a force that we 
can underestimate only at our 
peril. The other day as our 
ship raised the Irish coast, I 
saw the same thing again and 
this time, much to my sur- 
prise, got. caupht up in it.

New York so long ago that 
nobody now alive ever knows 
where they hailed from. The 
best, rumor has it that, they 
were "Corkies" who passed as 
Kcrrymon, hut, alas the old 
groat-aunts who were the cus- 
todians of the oral tradition 
have long since passed to Ihcir 
reward.

none even lives in New York 


City (more specifically, Brook- 
lyn) — they have scattered to 
the suburbs. We have left 
history behind us with the old 
brownstones. 


I went up on.' deck with no 


expectations. There was a 
group of 15 or 20 people 
standing, looking ahead into 
the mists. Among them was a 
priest of perhaps 60 years who 
was taking his mother home to

C-alway — she had come to 
America in 1903 in a ship that 
had leaked so much in cross- 
ing that it was junked on 
arrival. 
T h e others were 


Americans simply taking a 
trip 
to tiie land 
of their 


ancestors — with not a sage 
Irishman in the lot. 


Then the damndest thing 


happened: 
t h e sun broke 


through the mist and before 
us, in unbelievable green, were 
the hills and cliffs. The old 
lady said "home" and began 
to sob quietly, and all of us 
went wet-eyed. 


Surely part of it was our 


feeling for her, but it was 
more 'than that. My mind, for 
example, went suddenly to the 
"coffin ships" — those fearful 
boats into which the immi- 
grants were stuffed like sar- 
dines. (On which the death 
rate is estimated to have been 
40 per cent, as great as that 
on slavers. Slaves were, after 
all, valuable merchandise — 
one the "paddies" had paid

Because my mind runs on

While demands such as those 
recently presented to various 
churches by James Forman 
are a patently absurd form of 
blackmail (how can one collect 
"reparations" from history?), 
the efforts by Negroes to find, 
create, imagine a cultural 
home deserve a great deal of 
compassionate understanding. 
Every ethnic group in the 
United States has had to fight 
its way up the ladder and, in a 
broad context, part of the 
process of assimilation has 
been the growth of ethnic 
pride. 


In an odd sense, before you 


can expect someone else to 
take you seriously, you have to 
take yourself seriously. To put 
it another way. you can not 
permit others to define your 
identity. To say this is not to 
justify rough play by Negroes 
or any other minority group — 
closing 
down 
colleges and 


throwing fire bombs are not 
legitimate routes to self-re- 
spect and can not be tolerated 
no matter how great the 
burden of history may be. It is 
rather to suggest that in long 
run terms the desire of Amer- 
ican Negroes to emphasize 
their cultural tradition — far 
from being an indication of a 
separatist 
cop-out — puts 


them in the main stream1 of 
minority behavior as it has 
developed in the United States 
over the past two centuries. 
The Negroes just got a late 
start.

Wide Interest From 
Valley, Entire Nation

As I'm sure a good many of our readers know by now, 


The Post-Crescent has conducted a contest in which en- 
trants were asked to estimate the exact time — second, 
hour and date — that the first American astronaut will 
step out on the moon's surface. The contest, now closed, 


was held in conjunction with the newspa- 
per, Today, which is distributed in the Cape 
Kennedy, Florida area as part of a chain 
of newspapers known as 
The 
Gannett 


Newspapers. 


Some interesting facts about the con- 


test have been received from Gannett. . . 
facts which would seem to reflect the in- 
terest we all have in the tnoon project. 


For instance, nearly 
300,000 entries 


were submitted which, it is pointed out, is 


more entries than there are miles to the moon. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the total equaled the same number of people 
living in the Cape Kennedy, Fla. area. Over 2.500 entries 
were submitted to The Post-Crescent. 


Entries were sent in from all 50 of the United States 


and were also received from Canada, Mexico, England, 
Holland and Puerto Rico. The contest was good for the 
flagging postal budget, with the total postage amounting 
to more than $20,000. 


The deadline for entries in the moon contest, in which 


nearly 200 newspapers participated, was May 1. Estimates 
received after that date were returned to those sending 
them in. 


Because of the size of the contest, the hundreds of 


thousands of entries are being fed through a computer. 
The computer system is being programmed by Intertech 
Research Services, Fla., and will select not only the na- 
tional winners but those entrants who were closest to the 
winning time in each of the local areas. This is being check- 
ed so that newspapers which, like The Post-Crescent, have 
offered local area awards, may have a scientific judgment 
as to the actual winners, whether they are national or 
local. 


Once the astronaut steps out on the moon—perhaps 


in July — the computer will begin sorting out the winning 
entries at the rate of 30,000 digits a second.

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The national winner will receive an all-expense paid 


trip for two weeks for two persons to any place in the 
world he selects.

BEACHES (AP) On the km«ly 
stretch of foMen sand, a red* 
cheeked littlt boy kicked hia 
soccer ball to the water's 
edge. He ran after it on 
chubby left, a mop of dark 
hair flopping over his laughing 
eye*. 


Expertly, he guided the ball 


with his nimble feet away 
from the reaching fingers of 
water and then he booted an 
imaginary goal. 


He had the beach to himself 


at thia hour, or so he thought. 
He looked tiny on that long, 
curving expanse of sand with 
the quiet waters of the English 
Channel behind him. All he 
saw was the ball and the 
beach and the water mirroring 
the blue of the sky. You 
sensed he felt only the pure 
joy of living. 


He could not. know that 25 


years ago—on June 6, 1944— 
the fate of France and, indeed, 
the fate of Western Europe 
hung for seven 
thunderous 


hours on the outcome of a 
battle on these beaches. It was 
D-Day in the Allied move to 
destroy the Nazi tyranny of 
Adolph Hitler's Third Reich. 
Memories 


I watched the boy for quite 


a white. I was glad he could 
not see the beach as I had 
once seen it and that he was 
far too young to see the ghosts 
that I could see. The ghosts of 
Normandy are visible only in 
the memories of those who 
stormed this shore, the French 
who lived near the beaches, 
and the Germans who lost the 
battle on that long-ago day. 


When I looked out across the 


channel, I could still see the 
ghostly fleet moving through 


the early morning mists, the 
big guns hurling tons of riwlfe 
at the concrete bunkers in 
which the Germans were hid- 
den, blasting at gun positions 
and road networks. I could 
hear the rumble of the 
bombers overhead and the 
bursting of bombs. For me, 
the 'roar of the battle still 
echoed across those waters. 


Where the boy was kicking 


the ball, I remembered the 
rows of steel 
and 
wooden 


barriers — topped by mines — 
which the Germans had plant- 
ed in the sand to wreck the 
invasion c r a f t . I saw in 
memory 
the landing 
craft 


plowing through the storm- 
rough 
waters, c a r r y i n g 


British, Canadian and Ameri- 
can troops on the greatest 
amphibious assault the world 
had e v e r known. Perhaps 
never again would there be 
another like it. 


I could see as clearly as 


though it were yesterday the 
shells crashing into the troop- 
laden small boats, the bodies 
floating in the surf, the thou- 
sands of men trapped at the 
water's edge— caught in the 
crossfire of the German guns 
shooting down from the bluff 
behind the beaches. And knif- 
ing through it all were the 
screams of the wounded. 


The ghosts of Normandy. 


They are everywhere for those 
who return to look for them. 
They are on the beaches, in 
the hedgerows and in the gray 
little Norman towns clustered 
around their ancient churches. 
Aging Warriors 


Men who were once young 


warriors—now growing gray 
and paunchy—return to Nor- 
mandy to look for the roads 
and fields over which they 


moved in fighting their way 
from the beaches. They return 
to remember—Americans, 
British, C a n a j i a n s and 
French. Even the Germans 
return seeking the scenes of 
their defeat. Together they 
stand and look out across the 
channel and they marvel at 
the victory that was launched 
in one searing day of battle 
along the beaches known as 
Utah, Omaha, Gold, Juno and 
Sword. 


Most of those who return 


are confused at first. The 
beaches have been swept clear 
of the wrecked boats, the 
barriers, and most of the once- 
familiar landmarks. The sunk- 
en ships mat jutted from the 
waters at tow tide have disap- 
peared — broken up by the 
relentless tides or cut up by 
salvage crews. Only the rem- 
nants of the artificial harbors 
remain to mark the Herculean 
effort to supply the fighting 
men across the beaches. 
Playground Again 


The land has healed its war 


wounds, covering the scars 
with greenery. Herds of big, 
fat cattle with milk-swollen 
udders graze- in lush grass 
behind the thick 
hedgerows. 


Towns and cities shattered by 
bombs a n d 
shell—St. Lo, 


Isigny, Carentan, Caen—have 
been rebuilt. The huge Nor- 
man horses so numerous a 
quarter of a century ago have 
almost disappeared—replaced 
by tractors. The prosperity of 
Normandy is evident in the 
torrents of small cars that purr 
down the highways and clog 
the streets of even the small 
villages. The bicycle riders of 
yesterday have become the 
automobile drivers of today.

Normandy has c h a n g e d 


greatly since that June day in 
]944. And yet it will never 
move far from the memories 
of the past. There are too 
many monuments and invasion 
museums, a n d 
too many 


stories that have become leg- 
ends interwoven with the lives 
of the families who cling to 
this land. 


Take Ste. Marie Eglise, the 


first town in Normandy to be 
liberated by American troops. 
A stranger enters the small 
bookshop of Monsieur A. Du- 
pont. The shop faces the town 
square which is dominated by 
the massive church on which 
construction was first started 
in the 13th century. 


The stranger questions the 


proprietor about the events of 
that historic day. Dupont calls 
his wife from the rear of the 
shop. Somehow the word gets 
around town that an American 
is asking question about the 
invasion. Soon the shop is 
filled with people, all offering 
their versions of whal happen- 
ed, all trying to talk at the 
same time. 
Battle Outline 


But from the excited talk- 


emerges the outline of the

Near midnight on June 5, a

Even as the paratroopers 


were jumping, the massive 
fleet of American and British 
warships and strange-looking 
landing 
craft 
was 
moving 


across the channel, undetected 
by the Germans. 


Behind Schedule 


The invasion was 24 hours 


behind schedule. It had been 
set for Monday, June 5, but a 
storm had swept down on the 
channel on Sunday and forced 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
supreme commander of the 
Allied war machine, to issue a 
postponement order. Then his 
meteorologists had detected a 
coming break in the weather. 
And early Monday morning a 
message went to fleet and 
Army commanders: "D-Day 
stands as is, Tuesday. June 
6th." Now the die had been 
cast.. 


As the fleet began to move. 


Pfc. Leo Heroux of Central 
Falls, R.I , 348th Amphibious 
Engineers. 5th Special Bri- 
gade, stood on the deck of a 
small ship and marveled at

Sometimes the crewmen 
escaped through the hatches. 
But often the sea swallowed 
tank and crew in one gulp.
